Dr. Livingstone Heard From. 


The following letter from Dr. Kirk, ad- 
dressed to the late Sir Roderick Murchison, 
was read at a meeting of the Royal Geogra- 
phical Societ'y by the President, Sir Henry 
Rawliason ; 

Zaxzipar, Septemder 25, 1871. 


Deas Sin Ropsricx :—You will see by the 
accounts sent to the Foreign Office that diffi- 
culties have sprung up in Unyamnzii, and 
cut off Ujiji from the coast, and as it happens 
no Uj ji uews bas been received for some time 
back, one muy be vow @ long time in getting 
aey certuinty eof Dr. Livingstone’s move: 
ments. All 1 can| say is that my last reports 
from that place neither he nor bis Arab friend 
Mabo-ned bin Gharib bad arrived; bat there 
was a story, which I think worthices, to the 
effect thut t.ey were both to go round the 
south «nd by way of Wemba. I can get ov 
correct account of Mavyema; every one 
knows it, but I fod no one who bas been 
there. I have seen people who have crogs- 
ed through Tanganyika trom Ujiji and seen 
the Manyema caravans setting out, but it 
seems to be a new and rather especial: line 
oftrade. lam giad that the Governor - o1 
Unyanyembe is to be removed ; he is the one 
on whom this. war is to be laid, and if be 
had been killed we should-all have been 
be-ter satisfied. Mr. Stanley was at Unya- 
nyembeand in the fight, but the Arabs aban- 
dened bim; four of bis men were killed, 
but he escaped. His prospects of getting 
on is at present small; but I really cannot 
say where he desired to go. He never dis 
closed his plans here. I sent up letters for 
Dr. Livingstone to bis care, and put also the 
things of the second lot—the first has 
reached Ujiji—for Dr. Livingstone into bis 
hauds. I fancy, be will make s point. of 
Livingstone first; but whether, having seen 
what is best to do, he will push on or come 
back I capnot say. He was ill of fever when 
he wrote, but has got on tolerable well. 
The maa who came down reruras to-morrow, 
and ought to be there in tweaty-fivedeys, for 
the road is free of grass and food plenty,

Catholicism in Bagiland. 


The London correspondent of the New 
York Times says : 

I have written ef the rapid growtl of the 
Roman Oatholic Church ia England—so 
alarming to ‘many protestants, while otbers 
look upon it as one of the signs of the last 
days. Here isan example. A woman died 
a few days agoin Manchester who came to 
that town whea it contained one priest and 
eight Catholics. Her family increased the 
number to seventeen. Manchester bas now 
a Bishop a dogen or more churches, and a 
Catholic population of one bundred thousand. 
It is much the same in most of the large 
towns in England. Englaod has now a 
Catholic Missionary College, and it is sending 
some missionaries to America, and to what 
is bere imagined to be its most benighted 
population—tbe negroes. They begin in 
Maryland, but have strong hopes of being 
able to convert the entire colored race, us 
the negroes are supposed to have the docility 
of disposition and love of ceremonial 
and ritual which adapts them to 
Catholic usages: It may be so; but I have 
been led to believe that they were rather 
more inclined to the demonstrative, not to 
say noisy, services of certain Protestant de- 
nominations. The Episcopalians never did 
mach with the negroes in the South. Per- 
haps they were too Low Church. Ritualists 
may be more successiul.
